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ABSTRACT 



The present invent ion relates to a lancet (Al) in which 
a first member (2) including a lancing element (1) and 
5 a second member (3) for accommodating the tip (la) of the 
lancing element (1) are arranged movably relative to each 
other. In the lancet (Al), when a load greater than a 
predetermined value is applied in a direction to make the 
first and the second members (2, 3) approach each other, 

10 the tip (la) of the lancing element (1) is capable of 
projecting from the second member (3) by relative movement 
between the first member (2) and the second member (3) 
in a direction to approach each other. The tip (la) of 
the lancing element (1) can be accommodated in the second 

15 member (3) so as not to project from the second member 
(3) by relative movement between the first member (2) and 
the second member (3) in a direction to separate from each 
other . 
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(57) Abstract: A lancet (Al) has 
a first member (2) with a needle 
element (1) and a second member 
(3) for receiving a lip portion (la) 
of the needle element (1). and 
they are relatively movable. In the 
lancet (Al), when a load that is 
greater than a predetermined level 
is inputted in a direction to cause 
the first and second members (2, 
3) to approach each other, the first 
member (2) approaches the second 
member (3) and the tip portion (la) 
of the needle element (1) projects 
from the second member (3). When 
the first member (2) is separated 
from the second member (3), the tip 
portion (la) of the needle element 
(1) is received in the second member 
(3) without the projection. 
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
